Some players talk about a 
squeeze as though it were as 
much beyond their comprehen­ 
sion as, say, Einstein’s theory 
of relativity. 
Actually, the squeeze is usu­ 
ally a simple play requiring just 
I three elements to make it suc­ 
cessful. These are: I. Declarer 
must have all the remaining 
tricks but one. 2. He must have 
entries at the right time to 
both dummy’s hand and his 
own. 3. One defender must have 
two suits to guard. 
For example, in this hand ele­ 
ment No. I is met after West 
cashes two spades. Declarer now 
OD 1970. King Features Syndicate, Inc.)

has one club loser and his other 
cards are all winners. 
Element No. 2 exists because 
there is ready communication 
between the North-South hands. 
Element No. 3 is met because 
East must guard both the queen 
of clubs and his heart length. 
Let’s see how the squeeze 
operates. Assume West shifts to 
a club at trick three, won with 
the king. Declarer draws two 
rounds of trumps, then cashes 
the ace of clubs, a very impor­ 
tant part of the operation. 
He next plays three more 
rounds of trumps, discarding a 
club from dummy. This leaves 
dummy with the A-K-Q-7 of 
hearts, while South’s last four 
cards are the 9-3 of hearts and 
J-9 of clubs. 
But let’s see what’s happen­ 
ing to East as his hand is re­ 
duced to four cards. On the 
last trump lead (called the 
squeeze card) East must choose 
a discard from the J-6-5-4 of 
hearts and queen of clubs. 
He is dead. A heart discard 
would make all of dummy's 
hearts good; a chib discard 
makes South’s jack a trick. 
There is nothing East can do 
but succumb. 
The squeeze would fail if you 
did not first cash the ace' of 
clubs. In such case, dummy’s 
ace would block the suit and 
prevent you from cashing the 
jack. Element No. 2 would be 
lacking — communication with 
the South hand.

Mrs. Crim 
usually takes one day to make all ot the 
one-size of layers, cools them, then wraps 
them in foil and places them in the freezer 
until all the necessary layers are completed 
She also will take one day to make sugar 
bells, flowers arid horseshoes of various 
colors. She freezes them too, until ready 
to assemble the cake. 
Her largest order to date is a cake 
which she will bake and decorate to take 
to Lockbourne A F B on Sept. 5. 


Different shaped frosting tips are used to create the v a ry in g patterns and decorations 
that adorn the cake. Mrs. G r im dem onstrates how to m ake varieties of flowers and 
su g ar bells as an interested spectator w atches intently for tips.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP)—Two 
Ohio State University scientists 
think they discovered that the 
universe has an edge 
Radio astronomers Dr. John 
D. Kraus and Dr. Beverly June 
Harris have probed more than 
8,000 sources of radio signals 
from all over the universe. They 
have found that after about IO 
billion light years from earth, 
the number of sources drops 
markedly. 
The astronomers used a radio 
receiving antenna the 
s iz e of 
three football fields located near 
Delaware, Ohio, to make their 
discovery. 
If space travellers centuries 
from now are in danger of leav­ 
ing the universe, Dr. Kraus isn’t 
ready to predict what will hap­ 
pen to them or what they’ll find. 
He says more powerful equip­ 
ment could disclose more radio 
sources beyond the “edge.”
